Committee, "but I entertain no 
doubt as to the propriety of our 
goals or the wisdom of our poli- 
cies." 


The secretary, whose "tight 


money" policies have drawn con- 
siderable congressional fire, said 
it is "nonsense" to allege that 
"higher interest rates benefit only 
the bankers." 


"Bankers are brokers of mon- 


ey," he declared in an 11,000-word 
statement prepared for the open- 
ing session of a board committee 
study of the nation's 
financial 


condition. 
"When 
they receive 


more, they pay more." 


Higher interest rates paid by 


banks to their depositors encour- 
age savings, he said, and those 
savings 
are 
converted to 
in- 


creased capital investment which 
means more jobs. 


Humphrey, whose resignation as 


Treasury secretary is expected to 
become effective in mid-July, told 
the committee the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration has a. record of "a 
prospering America 
with new 


high levels of employment, rising 
income, and increasing purckas- 
inf Tiowpr.

TAX REVENUE ENDS 


DEMS' CHANCE FOR VICTORY 


Harrisburg (IP)—Compromise efforts on the 51,120,000,000 gener- 


al appropriations bill bogged down today on the issue of just how 
much revenue the sales tax will produce in the next two years. 


Republicans, who have insisted the 3 per cent levy would yield 


500 million dollars, now have pared that figure to 480 millions. 


The new calculation just about ended Democratic chances for re- 


ducing GOP-inspired budget cuts to 70 million dollars. The cuts now 
run about 88 millions. 


The surprise GOP position on sales tax estimates was disclosed 


after a joint House-Senate conference committee session last night. 
Sen. John H. Dent, Democratic floor leader, described it 
as "an 


outrage " 


Sen. Edward J. Kessler (R-Lan-* 
• 


caster), asked if the new 480 mil-I 
lion dollar sales tax estimate was i 
inconsistent with his previous posi- | 
tion, parried the question and said: | 


"My fellow Republican confer-1 


ees urged the 
480-million-dollar 


figure on me and I believe they 
were justified on the basis of our 
information on sales tax collec- 
tions." 


The six-member 
committee— 


dominated by Republicans 4-to-2— 
resumes sessions today in an at- 
tempt to salvage the harmony on 
which the first meeting was con- 
cluded Sunday night. 


On the outcome of the session 


hangs the exact date for final ad- 
journment of the 1857 Legislature.

sides agree must be paid.

House State Government Commit- 
tee slashed 60 million dollars from 
a plan to increase the borrowing 
capacity of the General State Au- 
thority by 100 million dollars.

Washington, (&)—The House 


today passed President Eisenhow- 
er's civil right bill. 


The vote was 286-126. 
Just before final passage, the 


House defeated, 251-158, the South- 
ern bloc's fourth and final attempt 
to drive a jury trial amendment in- 
to the measure. The vote insured 
passage of the bill essentially in 
the form Eisenhower recommended 
and the Republican, Northern and 
Western Democrats backing such 
legislation agreed on- 


Voting for the jury trial amend- 


ment were 45 Republicans and 113 
Democrats. Against it were 139 
Republicans and 112 Democrats. 


The bill now goes to the Senate, 


where a bipartisan coalition is try- 
ing, to rush it on to the calendar 
for action, thus depnvisg Southern 
senators of one of their opportuni- 
ties to filibuster. 


The bill would authorize the IT. 


S. attorney general to take into 
federal court the cases of persons 
whose voting or other civil rights 
were violated or threatened. 


Without first going to Etate 


courts, the attorney general could 
seek a federal injunction against 
such violations. If it were grant- 
ed, the court then could punish, 
for contempt anyone who violated 
the injunction, but proponents of 
the bill have argued that the 
granting of the injunction itself 
would often eliminate the difficul- 
ties. 
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Three Rescued by 
Helicopter Above 
Niagara Cataract 


Three men were rescued by heli- 


copter and private 
boat 
around 


midnight last night after a har- 
rowing two hours in the Niagara 
River a mile above the cataract. 


Two of the men were clinging to 


a rock; the third was in a 16-foot 
outboard motorboat. 


Authorities said Dennis Miller, 


36, and Thomas Sterling, 50, both 
of Niagara Falls, Ont, were cruis- 
ing in the motorboat when the en- 
gine failed. 


Miller fell overboard as the two 


were trying to fix it, they said, 
but was able to swim to a rock 
about 150 yards offshore. 


The third man, Robert Bryan of 


this city, said he heard Miller's 
cries from the shore. Bryan, an 
employe of the Carborundum Co. 
nearby, swam to Miller's rock 
while other workers called police.

Albany — The Allegheny River 


Valley in Cattaraugus County, 
which the War Department Corps 
of Engineers is planning to flood 
as a result of building Kinzua Dam 
to create a huge reservoir, is to be 
surveyed this summer by New 
Tork State scientists, temporary 
experts 
from 
universities 
and 


graduate' students. 


The purpose, according to Dr. 


William N. Fenton. Assistant Com- 
missioner for the New York State 
Museum and Science Service in the 
State Education Department, who 
announced the program today, is 
to discover what changes in the 
relationships sjnong plants, ani- 
mals, the geology and the human 
occupants of the region may result 
from the proposed flooding. 


Dr. Fenton has asked the co- 


operation of the Seneca Nation of 
Indians who have for generations 
owned the 8,000 acres to be affect- 
ed, by the project and has ex- 
plained to Cornelius Seneca, presi- 
dent of the Seneca Natron, that the 
State Museum and Science Service 
recognizes its obligation to the In- 
dian group and other residents to 
answer questions of fact as to what 
the Allegheny Valley contains and 
how it is changing, and to publish 
the findings. The Senecas' title to 
the region is backed by a treaty 
with the "United States signed at 
Canandaigua on Nov. 11, 1794, de- 
scribed as the oldest Federal trea- 
ty with the Indians.

dam at,Kinzua, 12 miles south of 
the New York-Pennsylvania line 
which will create a reservoir ex- 
tending 30 miles Tipstream in slack 
season to the interstate line and in 
flood season covering the Cold- 
spring Hats and in peak years ex- 
tending to the Salamanca city 
limits:

"WASHINGTON—(NEA)—One of the most useful functions of 
" Secretary of State John Foster Dulles' press conferences is to 
deflate screwball foreign policy trial balloons launched by other 
experts. 


The secretary has developed a nice technique for handling these 


situations 
He's diplomatic and polite. 


Thus when a reporter asked about California Sen. William 


Knowland's latest flash to get the Russians out of Hungary m ex- 
change for a North Atlantic Treaty Organization pull-out from 
Norway, Dulles didn't say it was a durn fool idea. 


He began with the flattery due a Republican leader. He but- 
tered Knowland all over. 


"I share Senator Knowland's feeling that we should make every 


effort to get Soviet troops out of Hungary," Dulles said. 
"We 


should test the sincerity of what Khrushchev said." 


DULLES NEXT went into a few paragraphs of background about 


the mutual security arrangements which the United States has 
made with 45 other civilized nations. 


Then he let Knowland have it. 
"It is not pioper that any one of these nations should be asked 


to withdraw from these arrangements," said Dulles. 
"It is not 


appropriate that any nation should be asked to withdraw." 


Finis one beautiful theory. Later the senator issued a statemeni 


that his views had been misinterpreted 


Similarly, Secretary Dulles put in proper perspective Texas 


Sen. Lyndon Johnson's widely heralded New York speech 


In it, the Democratic majority leader had proposed what was 


acclaimed as a brand-new idea lor exchange of radio and tele/- 
vision time with the Russians. 


DULLES WAS ASKED at his press conference what he thought 


about that He commented that back m October 1955, at the Big 
Four Foreign Ministers meeting in Geneva, the idea for a monthly 
half-hour radio exchange time had been offered to the Russians. 
They turned H down with Molotov's comment that the Russians 
didn't want any such "social Fcum.'1 But the United States is still 
pressing for it, at every opportunity, says Dulles. 


That punctured the Johnson balloon oretty effectively, but the 


secretary let it dowi< gently, with more butter. 


He was glad to sec the Johnson endorsement and adoption of this 


proposal, the secretary said. It was a strong expression on the 
effectiveness of our bipartisan foreign policy. 


In recent weeks, Dulles has had to spend much of his press con- 


ference time tr> ing to keep disarmament negotiations on track. 


INSPIRED LARGELY by the ambUion and optimism of ex-Gov. 


Harold Slasten, American delegate io the United Nations Disarma- 
ment subcommittee, there has been a series of fantastic predictions 
on what they were to accomplish. 


In allowing exaggerated hopes to be built up for acceptance of 


American disarmament proposals, it is now being freely mentioned 
that Governoi Slassen may have performed, his greatest disservice 
yet to the Eisenhower administration. 


There has been no official reprimand of Governor Stasssn. But

Baby's 'Open Look' Asks Us 
To Define the World to Him 


BY MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


IF you are a noticing person, some day soon you'll see an expres- 


sion come into your baby's face which I'm going to call the 


"open look " 


Maybe you'll just have nursed, burped him, put him in bis crib. 


For a moment or so he'll lie there steeped in content. Then sud- 
denly he'll hiccup. It will be his first "hiccup. In a flash of time 
so swiftly gone >ou'll wonder if you imagined it. you'll see the 
open look—a look of purest blankness untouched even by surprise. 


It will be the expression of your baby's uncorruptcd innocence. 


It will say to you. "What is this strange thing that just happened to 
me? Is this hiccup good and safe or is it bad and dangerous? How 
am I supposed to feel about it?" 


He's begun to ask you to define the world to hii 


TjrriTH the open look, he'll often be asking you to define it fiom 


here on. It will appear on his face when he bumps his head 


for the first time, drops his spoon, hears a raised and angry \ oice. 
How you respond to it will have measureless influence on his trust 
of all futuie experience. 


In a just-Dublished book called "Childhood and Adolescence" by 


teaching psychologists L. Joseph Stone and Joseph Church, I find 
these words: 


"The baby's experience of himself and of objects is shaped to 


large extent by what his parents communicate to him about it 
According to their signals, things are exciting, disgusting, mysteri- 
ous, alarming, pleasant and so forth. Sometimes \\hen a baby is 
bumped on the head, he doesn't even know that his head hurts 
until he sees, heais and feels his parents' worry.1' 


'"THESE are important words for new mothers. 


As babies ourselves, our mothers answered our open look 


with anxiety. So we'll feel it too when our baby falls out of his 
crib and bumps his head. We'll put the idea of danger into his 
still uncorrupted consciousness out of our own fear of it. 


But if we become aware of the appeal of his open look, we can 


easily resist the impulse to rush to him with panicky cries of "Oh, 
my goodness, what have you done to yourself" 


Awareness of our measureless power to make or break his trust 


of experience helps to control our own inherited fear of it with 
love.
